National pu re food 
laws and State pu re food laws have 
dragged every' other commodity that 
mak es u p a p art of m an’s bill of fa^e 
into the line of pu rity. Bu t eggs have 
been conservative and have k ept to 
the old manner of the days when no­ 
body ask ed how a thing was made. 
The secu rity of the egg, however. 
is endangered, for both dealers and 
State 
boards of 
health over the 
cou ntry' are work ing alone or com­ 
bining to pu t a stop to a practice of 
ru nning 
throu gh 
the 
channels 
of 
trade annu ally hu ndreds of thou s­ 
ands of dollars worth of more or less 
rotten eggs. 
According to present 
indications Indiana is on the edge of 
a pitched battle between the elements 
contending for strict su pervision of 
this widely u sed 
commodity 
and 
those who will resist the attem pt to 
destroy the profits of selling 
eggs 


ers. If all consu mers insisted on hav­ 
ing candled eggs sent to their homes 
and refu sed to pay for eggs which, 
when brok en, appear 
stale or u n­ 
sou nd, all dealers wou ld soon be forc­ 
ed to pu t their eggs to the candling 
test au d consequ ently in order that 
they themselves shou ld be protected 
from loss, to requ ire that 
the eggs 
they pu rchased w’ere lik ewise can­ 
dled.

chants have adopted the plan of bu y­ 
ing and selling eggs on -the ‘loss off’

When he is no longer able to 
pu blished, the following articles on 
the eg g qu estion: 
“F or many years tile consu mer, al­ 
thou gh well aware of the fact that 
mu ch of his food was 
adu lterated, 
made little or no protest and took 
what came to him from the grocery 
store and m ark et withou t complaint. 
I he passage of the pu re food law has 
largely changed the order of* things 
and each year has seen an improve­ 
ment in the character of the food 
su pply. 


“There is one article of ford, how- 
c or, which, becau se of the fact that 
it ss sold in its original pack age, has 
received little attention from food in­ 
spectors. 
The dealers in eggs, u n­ 
hampered by law, still holds tru e to 
th<* traditions of his trade and sells 
‘eggs as eggs’ withou t 
regard for 
their condition at the time they leave 
his hands. 
Consequ ently the 
con­ 
su mer who "bu ys eggs at tile grocery 
or of the hu ck ster may get fresh eggs 
or storage eggs which are in no way 
su itable for u se as food. 
A dealer in 
bad meat can be su mmarily pu nished, 
bu t the dealer in bad eggs, u nder the 
Indiana food law, is practically im­ 
mu ne from prosecu tion. 
This is du e 
to the fact that at the time of the 
passage of the law an 
amendment 
was offered calling special attention 
to the egg qu estion and provided that 
it shou ld he u nlawfu l for any person, 
finn or corporation to sell or offer for 
sale any eggs after the 
same had 
been placed in an incu bator, or to 
sell or offer for sale k nowingly eggs 
in a rotten, decayed condition to be 
u sed for food. 
This well intentioned 
amendment in its provision made u se 
the word ‘k nowingly,’ and this mak es 
ii necessary for the State in prose­ 
cu ting dealers in had eggs to produ ce 
evidence to show 
that the 
dealer 
k nowingly violated the law, an obvi­ 
ou s impossibility in most instances. 


’While egg raising is made a bu si­ 
ness of by many men, yet by fa r the 
bu lk of the eggs which come to m ar­ 
k et still represents the produ ct of

her pin money. 
These hens are not

Rome, Aug. 29.—Unless Senor Ca­ 
nalejas, the Spanish prime minister, 
adopts a conciliatory attitude, the con­ 
flict between Spain and the vatican, 
instead of ending, will enter upon a 
more acute stage.

Nearly Forgotten Crime Recalled by 


Finding of Bullet-Marked Skull. 


Anderson, Ind.. Aug. 29.—William A. 
Thompson, a retired contractor and 
former m arshal of Anderson, has con­ 
nected the recent finding of a skull in 
the south part of the county with an 
unexplained tragedy which is said to 
have occurred more than 
fortyfive 
years ago. 
Mr. Thompson stated that 
in the early spring of 1865, while he 
was town marshal, Mrs. Pat McClus- 
key, whose husband bore an unsavory 
reputation, came to him and informed 
him of a terrible crime in which she 
believed her husband was implicated. 
According to the story, a wealthy 
stock buyer from Cincinnati had a r­ 
rived in this city a few days before 
and was very intim ate with McClus­ 
k y .

sages by Sound. 


STORY OF THE FIRST TRIAL. 


A Lack of T ape Caused Alonzo B. C or­ 
nell to A ttem pt Interpretating the 
Morse Code by Ear—T he Discov ery 
T ha t Abolished the Use of the tape. 


Ezra Cornell is known in history as 
the father of Cornell univ ersity, as 
one of the men who helped to build 
the first telegraph line and as an ar­ 
dent organizer of telegraph systems in 
the early days, being instrum ental in 
the formation of the now famous 
Western Union Telegraph company. 
His son. Alonzo B. Cornell, became 
ultimately v ice president of the W est­ 
ern Union and gov ernor of New York 
state—high commercial and political 
honors. 
Yet he once confessed to me that he 
felt he should be credited with the 
additional honor of hav ing made the 
discov ery 
that 
telegraph 
messages 
could be read by ear, and be seemed 
to take more pride in his part in bring­ 
ing this about than he did in any of 
his other achiev ements. 
“I was trained as a telegraph opera­ 
tor,” said Mr. Cornell in telling me the 
story. “I suppose I took to telegraphy 
naturally because of my father’s deep 
and large interests in the then new 
mode of communication. 
Anyway, I 
learned the Morse key easily, and I 
was, in fact, v ery fond of telegraphing 
from both the practical and the scien­ 
tific standpoints. 
“One afternoon, sometime in the ear­ 
ly fifties, when I was stationed at Al­ 
bany, N. Y., there was an unusual in­ 
rush of newspaper dispatches—I was 
in charge of the press key—and in the 
midst of the task of receiv ing them I 
found to my consternation that I was 
out of tape. 
Before taking ray seat 
before the key I had neglected to re­ 
plenish the tape reel. 
“There was a bountiful supply of 
tap« * in the cellar of the building, but 
it was q long trip there—there were 
no elev ators in those days—and I knew 
that to go there I would waste pre­ 
cious time. And there were those anx­ 
ious newspaper men hanging ov er my 
shoulder. 
“Suddenly, as I fished about m ental­ 
ly for the quickest way out of my 
dilemma, this thought popped into my 
head: ‘You don’t need any tape. 
Half 
the time you don't look at it when the 
dispatches are coming in before you 
w’rite them out. 
You trust to your 
cars to tell w hat the Instrum ent says. 
Why not do so now"?’ 
Instantly 1 de­ 
termined to see whether or not 
1 could 
take the dispatches by sound alone. 
“I put my fingers on the key and 
broke in on New York, whence the 
dispatches were coming. 
‘Send rather 
slowly and v ery distinctly.’ I asked the 
man at the other end of the wire, 
lie 
at once began to do so—not without 
some curiosity as to my reason, I 
found out later. 
“But 1 didn't think of that at the 
time, for 1 was glowing all ov er with 
the knowledge that I could write out 
the dispatches—and write them cor­ 
rectly, for they made sense—by simply 
listening to the sounds that the key 
made. 
“Thus I continued taking the dis­ 
patches to the v ery end. 
Then the 
New York operator called me. 
‘What 
are you doing up tbefeV’ he asked. 
‘Why did you want me to send slowly 
and distinctly?’ 
“I answered that I had said goodby 
to the telegraph tape forev er and told 
him of the discov ery I had made. 
lie 
was 
immediately 
interested. 
‘Send 
me slowly and v ery distinctly fifteen 
or twenty words, and I’ll see whether 
or not I can do the same thing,’ he re­ 
quested. 
“ 1 did so, full of confidence, and a 
little later there came to me this mes­ 
sage: ‘I’v e done it too. 
Some of the 
other boys say they can. 
I predict 
that within a month there w’on’t be an 
inch of tape used in the New York 
office.’ 
“Years later,” added Mr. Cornell, *T 
was told that about the time that 
1 
discov ered for myself a new and rev o­ 
lutionary 
method of receiv ing tele­ 
graph messages the same method was 
also discov ered by an operator in tfie 
main office in Pittsburg. 
1 hav e no 
doubt that this is true. 
Sooner or 
later the discov ery was bound to be 
made not only in one. but sev eral 
offices. 
But I hav e always felt that 1 
was the first to make the discov ery 
and should be credited with it in tele­ 
graphic history.”—Boston Globe. 


W atering tho Horse. 
It is allowable when a horse is hot 
to let him hav e three or four swallows 
of cool water, but no more. The few 
swallows will help cool him, and an­ 
other limited drink may be giv en ev ery 
few minutes for four or fiv e times, 
after which he may drink his fill with­ 
out danger. 
In careless or inexpe­ 
rienced hands, howev er, the only safe 
way is to let the horse stand for half 
an hour or more with no water until 
he is fairly cooled off.—Country Life 
In America.

Campaign Tex t-Bo o k, the President 
Makes Only a Guarded Reference tc 
the Differences in the Party and 
Calls o n Republicans to Fo rget All 
These. 


New York, Aug. 29.—An urgent call 
for all Republicans to forget their dif­ 
ferences after the no minatio ns of their 
party have been made and to unite in 
trying to elect Republican nominees 
and thus insure the further carrying 
o ut of platform promises is made in 
the letter which President Taft has 
written for use in the campaign text 
book. 
The letter, addressed to Chair­ 
man McKinley of the Republican con­ 
gressional committee, virtually takes 
the place of a party platform in the 
campaign this fall, and it is plain the 
president intended it for such. 
Only 
a brief and guarded reference is made 
to any factional strife within the par­ 
ty, and that in the very beginning of 
the letter. 
Assuming th at party can­ 
didates will have already been select­ 
ed by the time his letter is published, 
which, however, is not the case, the 
q uestion will be. says Taft, “Not what 
complexion of Republicanism one pre­ 
fers, but w hether it is better for the 
country to have the Republican party 
control the legislation for the next 
two years and further redeem its 
promises, o r to enable a Democratic 
majo rity in the house either to inter­ 
pose a veto to Republican m easures 
or to fo rmulate and pass bills to carry 
out Democratic principles.” 
Only twice does the nam e of Mr. 
T aft’s predecesso r appear in his let­ 
ter, and that in reference to co nserva­ 
tion. 
To Mr. Roosevelt Taft gives the 
credit for aro using public interest in 
this subject. A large part of the letter 
is a sum m ary of the legislation of the 
last session of co ngress as evidence of 
the desire of the Republican party to 
fulfill its promises. 
Among the m easures yet to be en­ 
acted and for which he asks the return 
of a Republican 
majority. Mr. Taft 
places the m easure to curb the injunc­ 
tion powers. 
He declares that the 
Democratic substitute “would create 
a privileged class of lawless workmen 
and would seriously impair the power 
of the co urts of eq uity to do justice.” 
The regulation of sto cks and bonds 
of railroads, a ship subsidy m easure 
and a national board of health are 
o ther promises which remain to be 
kept, the president asserts. 
Tho se 
who wish for such legislation, in de­ 
scribing which Taft uses the word 
“pro gressive,” should vote for Repub­ 
lican candidates, the president insists.

They Say They b e Suffering 


From Unjust Charges. 


New York. Aug. 29.—More than 1,- 
200 commercial organizations, among 
them the M erchants’ Association of 
New York, the Boston Chamber of 
Commerce and the Chicago Associa 
tion i» f Commerce, have filed with the 
interstate co mmerce commission a pe­ 
tition asking an investigatio n of ex­ 
press rates, classifications, regulatio ns 
and practices. 
The petition sets forth 
that m erchants have suffered for years 
from unjust charges by the express 
companies doing an interstate busi­ 
ness 
The allegation is made that the 
net returns 
t«> the co mpanies have 
been out of all proportion to the serv­ 
ice rendered and the capital invested. 
To show that the eno rmo us accumu­ 
lations and dividends 
paid upon a 
small investment is due to extortion, 
the case of one company is rited. This 
company was organized 
with a capital 
of $100,Oho and only recently its prop­ 
erty amo unted to $71.000. 
On this in­ 
vestment the company has paid in ten 
years $3 .l’oo.m*mi in dividends and has 
accumulated about $1,500,(KM). 
These 
dividends and accumulations, it is set 
forth, have come after paying t© the 
railroad companies from 4t> to 49 per 
cent of the gross earnings.

“Jo e has had a long and varied ca­ 
reer,” the colonel said, “a career of 
justifiable homicide and things like 
th at,” And Mr. Roosevelt ro ared with 
the o thers, who of course understood 
th e circumstances.

of the days when homicide was always 
justifiable 
and

tions.

It was not

school teachers who have been en­ 
deavoring to keep p ace with modem 
methods » of teaching 
are 
“viewing 
with alarm ” the actions of the State 
board of accounts 111 charging back to 
trustees certain moneys which have 
been p aid the teachers in carrying 
out some of the modern p lans, says 
the 
Indianap olis News. 
For 
some 
time the instructors in county insti­ 
tutes, teachers in State and county 
associations 
and 
school 
lecturers 
generally have been advocating such 
things (as comity meetings of teach­ 
ers, visiting days and township su- 
p eriiitendency. 
A 
large number of 
the trustees, adop ting the theories of 
the lecturers as being in line with 
better 
educational 
methods, 
have 
been using township money in this 
direction and now find 
the 
money 
thus sp ent charged back to them, 011 
the grounds that such ex p enditure 
was not p rovided for by law. 
One of the most common p ractices 
has been that of p aying teachers for 
attending meetings of county asso­ 
ciations (of teachers. These meetings 
were usually held 
011 the Friday and 
Saiu rda y 
following 
Than k sgi ving 
day, and the teachers were allotted 
two days’ p ay for attending. 
Under 
the law the teacher can collect for 
Thanksgiving day, even ihough no 
school is convened. This was allowed 
by the State board, but the p ayment 
fior the ex tra day was charged back 
Another common p ractice has beer 
p aying the teacher a full day’s \vag< 
for visiting other 
schools. 
The 
trustees and teacher were told that 
for a teacher to sp end a day seeing 
how school was taught by some other 
teacher was a good thing, and a num­ 
ber of township s adop ted the p rac­ 
tice. 
All money tlius sp ent has been 
charged back. 
The theory of township sup erin- 
fendoney has 
been 
more 
recently 
adop ted. 
The p lan followed is to se- 
lect a teacher of ex cep tional ability 
and to p lace him or here in general 
charge of the schools of the town­ 
ship . ex tra salary being allowed for 
the ex tra duties. 
This p lan has been 
sanctioned by leading educators 'and 
institute lecturers, and many of the 
trustees have adop ted it. 
They have 
found, however, that the State board 
is not in symp athy, legally, with the 
theory, and that 
the 
money 
thus 
sp ent has been listed for them to re­ 
turn to the township treasury. 
“Y\ e do not say that these p rac­ 
tices are not good,” said a member of 
the State Board. 
“We merely hold 
that 
the 
trustees 
have 
no 
right 
to sp end the money in thi sway. 
If 
the educators 
wish 
to 
introduce 
duce 
these 
new 
methods, 
they 
should not begin where they have 
been 
beginning—-with 
the 'trustees 
•and the teachers—but should go to 
the legislature. 
It must not be fo r­ 
gotten in the efforts to bring about 
reform that the entire business of a 
township is controlled 
wholly 
by 
law.”
